* 1. Hiving ascertained by chtcks In IPD, FFL6 and M that there mu 

no reason to preclude contact with requester Svan Strowbarg, I laft a 
■usage In nld-Aprll with the Washington, O.C. office of the Swedish 
Broadcasting Corporation. On 23 April, S tr aaharg, who mu In Hashlngtan 
for a few days, contacted na by telephone at 351-4543. I node the cwstanary 
proltatnary oxplautlon of the reason for ny telepho ne call. 



2. Hr. Stronberg reacted In an apparently friendly Miner to the 
initiative and to py explanation that, following py review of all of the 
daciaaants In the file. It seaned to m that the but available swaurlu. 
Including such Infonaatlon as to the whereabouts of Raoul Hallonberg that 
the United Statu Govomnant had, coulstod of Papartunt of State natorlal.

He said that he had slnply hoped that CIA Might have nore 
valuable Infonaatlon than that which he had thu far located In various other 
roposItorlM, Including the National Archlvu, In this country. (To Judge 
from the coaannts which ha nade, reguuter Stronberg Is probably nuch nore 
conversant with the extant, open literature and archival holdings than Is 
anyono In this Directorate.) I said that I Mas convinced that our holdings. 
If processed In the custonary FOIA naimer, would be without value to any 
serious. researcher. 



4. I then explored the outline of an Idea which I said that I would 
have to subnit for approval to py superiors. If the reaction Is favorable, 

I would leave word at the Swedish Broadcasting Corporation that I wanted to 
nut with hla. As part of the Idea. Hr. Stronberg would withdraw Ms FOIA 
rogues t or Intern the Agency that his needs had been net to Ms satisfaction.

Any Iton of Inforwatlon, h ow e v e r tenuous, that ms obtained by CIA ms node 
available by tho US# to Swedish author Ites; 

An Incrooto In alleged slfhtlngt of Wallenberg occurred In tho 

with tho return of forwor pri s on e rs In tho Soviet union to ms tore Europe. 

Many of those sightings appea r now to have boon of doubtful validity hut 
they toon to have boon dutifully re cor ded. 

Tho three voImo report of tho Her Refugee board on activities In Sweden, 
which nay still be classified, should have substantial b ack ground on 
Wallenberg's wort. 

Tho Strategic Services Unit In f onaod tho Bapartaoot of State In writing in 
21 Docwbir IMS In response to an Inquiry by tho Paparhaant of state that 
a thorough review of flies and consultation with knowiodgooblo p arsons 
had "resulted In tho fins conclusion that Wallenberg was ... never anployed 
by U.S. intelligence In any capacity." 

Potentially knowledgeable Soviet defectors wore qMried about Wallenberg 
but with negative results. 

Dapartnsnt of State reporting, which does Include tho Swedish "white paper" 
of IMS, really adds nothing s ub stant ive about Wallenberg's whereabouts.
